9 July 1952 
Dear Arthur & Edith- 


Yesterday marked the end of two months in Casablanca and 
it sure seems like mch more than that. We have become accus- 
tomed to the place and know our way areund everywhere and this 
makes it seem that we are old settlers. 


I'll stert back to the time I left Westover AFB, Masaachu- 
setts and come up to the present time. 


I left there about 8 a.m. on the 7th May on a C-7h with 7h 
other passengers, 6 crew members, and some cargo. We rode in the 
traditéonal bucket seats. fen hours and fifteen mimmx mumtes 

later we landed at the Azores for refueling. After about two 
hours there we took off for the last leg of the flight and five 
hours later to the minute we landed at Nouasseur Air Base 25 miles 
from Casablanca and I was never so glad to get off a plane before 
in my life. I was completely whipped cut as well as most of the 
other passengers, There was one lady on the plane with four 
children, one of the a babe in arms, She had plenty of help for 
we all tried to help her manage those children. We loaded into 

a truck there (just the nine of us coming to the Port) and ceme 
into the city. The ride was very interesting for all the sights 
were new to us and the smells are quite an experience, (I don't 
notice them anymore). We were taken to hotels and given a couple 
of days to get rested and then we went to work and have veen hard 
at it ever since. 


Our main job here is to supervise the unloading and loading 
of vessels brigiging eaargo in for the use in construction of the 
Nouasseur base and some of the others on which work has started. 
An@ to load any outbound cargo destined for other ports in this 
theatre or the States. Up until yesterday I have been working in 
my old trade of stevedore officer and yesterday I recieved a new 
Job of Operations Officer to understudy the fellow who is now 
filling that position and who is due for rotation to the States 
Soon, There is not much difference in the jobs except thet the 
new one mem compares with that of boss stevedore in civilian life. 
It doesn't bother me for I have done this type of work before. 


About three weeks ago I went down the coast to Safi for 
four days to unload a ship. Safi is about 170 miles down the 
coast and a small place. ‘The pat is only large enough to get 
two 4merican type cargo vessels in at one time, A coincidence 
is that the ship was loaded ah the pert at Theodore Akbama by 
Ryan Stevedoring Company of Mobile and for whom I used to work. 


Also, the supervising stevedore is a good friena of mine’ from 
Mobile and with whom I roomed when working in Mobile. Smalix'_ 
world isn't it? 


The trip down to Safi was most interesting. The sheperds 
were tending their flocks the same as they did before the time 
of Christ. The farmers still tse the same methods . Cutting 
the grain by hand, tying it into bundles, loading it on the 
camels to be transported to the threshing area. Hereit is 
placed on the ground and the animals driven round and round 
over it after whiéh it is tossed into the air to separate the 
@rain from the chaff. Donkeys are the natives beast of burden, 
There are many more of them than the camels, Both are very 
plentiful. 1 am going to make the same trip again after Rosie 
gets here and take a movie camera. 


We have had only one day that I would call hot. That 
Was one day when the Sirocco was blowing. Thés is the very hot 
wind which occasionally blows in from the desert bringing with 
it plenty of dust. It felt like opening the door of a blast 
furnace, Other Than that it has been very comfortable. Nothin, 
like the sts hot weather you have been having back there. I 
Sleep under a sheet everynite and sometimes a blanket, too. 
I am told that we will have some hot weather later but the 
Batives call the weather we are having now hot, so I don't 
know. 


Casablanca is a very modern city in some respects and 
goes back to the Dark ages in others, These people are past 
masters at the art of Stone Masonry and many, many of these 
buildings here would be a credit to any city in the States. 
They are really beautiful. Of course, there are the slums 
as would be found in any of our lerge cities. Prices are 
about double what they are in the States. Cost of living is 
terrific. We have found numsrous instances where this applies 
only to the Americans, We have actually found places where 
there are two prices. This on tép of what all we have tried 
to do for these people. ‘orta makes a person mad. 


I have been to church only once since arriving here. 
This was at a small English Church, Episcopal ritual which 
I didn't understand. I understand there is another Protestant 
church here but I haven't had much success finding it as yet. 
We work on Sundays also so I haven't been able to arrange my 
schedule as I would like it. 


Water is at a premium. The ordinary water is not fit 
for us to drink by order of the Commanding Gensral unless it 
is boiled, Bottled water can be bought but it costs more 
than good wine so like the French we drink wine, We tty to 


Re 
fill up on water when we are working an American ship. We 
also fi11 up gallon jugs with it to take to our quartrs, 

Quite often we are fortunate to eat aboard these ships and 
does that American food taste good! 


There is no post or camp for us. We live in town where- 
ever we can find suitable lodgings, and we have to be paid 
an additional station allowance to get us over the cost, As 
I said before our main purpose in being here is to support the 
Air Force, so we are attached to the 80th Air Depot of the 5th 
Air Division for administration and are paid by the Enginesra , 


Rosie is going thraugh the processing proceedureg for her 
trip over here and it should not be too long before she gets 
her call to the New York: Port of Embarkation. I sure will be 
glad to see her. I have rented a villa (hose) for three months 
and after that have leads on some other places. What I like 
about the place I rented is tmt it is completely furnished with 
everything except linens. Sunday I will move in and start 
cooking some of our kind of food. This French food is good but 
not for a steady diet..We can now get milk from the States at 
the commissary at Nouasseur, This milk is frozen at the dairy 
and flown over and I was plenty glad to see it. The local milk 
is also not fit for our use, It is pasteurized but the herds 
are not inspected and there is no effort, seemingly, to try to 
control the flies. Another thing I like about the villa is 
that it is screened. Something very unusual here. 


I guess I have been rambling long enough. My regards to 
all.

I 
might have to teach a group of high school students and this thing 
sounds like it would be a good help with the Bible if it isn't written 
by some crackpot. Did we tell you that Tom and I are Spongers of 
"Club 28", the high school group in the church here. They meet on 
Thursday nights for supper. We have not had to do anything but be 
there so far - they are practicing for a Christmas pageant. But after 
Christmas we might have to help with some classes. 


I think Bob plans to go home the first of Dec. to be there for 
the divorce proceedings. My Mother is going to be there too. I know 
you are doing what you can, but there seems very little any of us can 
do.
